Although he expressed it in the terse: 
“I'm through,” Mr. Cohan will not 
Say unequivocally that he will never 
again be playwright, act, produce, sing, 
dance. What he does insist upon, how- 
| @ver, is that conditions imposed upon

When the Producing Managers’ asso- 


ciation capitulated, he resigned, and 
carried on the battle against unionism 
in the theater. 

The producers in the association 
have contfacts with the Equity that 
run up to 1924. Mr. Cohan has no such 
ontract. And the Equity has ruled 
“that beginning in the fall, no Equity 
actor will play with a non-Equity actor, 
forming what is known in labor circles 
as the “closed shop.” 

Whether or not Mr. Cohan’s retire- 
ment will cause a coalition of man- 
agers to strike back at the Equity is 
problematical. David Belasco, who 
holds no brief for the Equity, sent him 
« tclegram in which he assured the ac- 
tor, producer, etc., that he was “ glori- 
ously right.” 

How George Sees It. 

As George M. Cohan sees it, his de- 
cision was thrust upon him by a sort 
of conspiracy among Equity officials. 

“I was always for the actors,” he 
snouted; *‘ helped them every time, did 
everything? cared for them, ran er- 
rands for them—even got them out of 
jai. if it came to that. They got more 
money with me than anywhere else. 
“There's no one,” he continued, 
who believes more in protecting the 
actor than I do. My- God, aft=r all 
T've done for ‘em, the Equity people 
accuse me of hiding a dagger in a vel- 
vet glove. After all I’ve done icr ‘em! 

“I tell you, this Equity thing is hor- 
rible. It has ruined lifelong friend- 
ships; it has disrupted the theater; 
it has taken from it evers@ping I 
love I tell you, I’m through. I'm

Ready to Rule 
Islands—-Wood

MANILA, June 9.—There will be no 
immediate independence for the Phili- 
pine islands if the policy of the Har- 
ding administration depends on the re- 
port be submitted by the Wood- 
Forbes mission. 

That much may be said to have been 
settled now. What remains is the deli- 


cate task of establishing business 


conditions and improving the internal 
conditions of the islands, while at the 
same time holding the loyalty and co- 
operation of the -Filipinos. 

Then comes the bigger job of — 
ordinating the military, naval, 
commercial policy of the United States 
in the orient. = 


Find Government Unstable. | 

That the investigation has proven 
already that there is no stable gov- 
ernment, in the sense contemplated 
by congress as being prerequisite to 
giving the Filipinds complete self 
government, was indicated clearly 
today by Gen Wood and W. Cameron 
Forbes in their talks to members of 
the Columbian club, composed of Fili- 
pino graduates of the American uni- 
versities. | 

For the first time the two Americans 
gave publicly their thoughts on the 
issue of self determination for the 
islands. 

The speakers at the club included a 
professor, a young governmental sec- 
retary, and a bureau chief. They al! 
demanded independence in eloquent ad- 
dresses. They declared there was a 
stable government and that the time 
had come for the United States and 
the Philippines to take different roads. 
They would like, however, to have the 
integrity of the islands guaranteed by 
the United States. , 

Decide to Speak Freely. 

Gen. Wood and Mr. Forbes listened for 
two hours and then, after a confer 
ence, decided to speak frankly to try | 
to lead this best class of Filipinos ir.to 
a safe road and show them which way 
the wind was blowing, so they began 
to curb the insistent talk for independ- | 
ence. 


They gave their ideas on a stable | 


government and said the only interpre- 
tation possible at present was that the 
Filipinos could not match the ideal at. 
any vital point. Mr. Wood gave a defi- 
nition of stable government, which, 
with the comments of THe TRIBUNE in- 
vestigator, 

“Civic courage.” There seems to be 
little of that developed here. Outside 
a few strong minded persons in Manila 
the people follow their leaders like 
sheep. There are few men of char- 
acter in the provinces. The race has 
not progressed far enough to have 
marked individual types like in Amer- 
ica. 
They are afraid to talk of their real 
fears, or to criticize, or to take a stand 
against the dominant party. 


Defines Stable Government. 


“A stable government is one under 


which capital seeks infestments at nor- 
mal rates of interest.” It has been 
shown that the capital of England and | 
America fights shy of these islands and 
business men are threatening to with- 
draw their investments, as being un- 
safe, unless America or seme govern- 
ment takes strong leadership.

“DANGER IN THE TARIFF 


Administrative sections of the permanent tari 
bill drafted by the experts for the house ways 
and means committee contain certain provisions 
which we believe are a serious menace not only to 
business but to the American institution of a gov- 
ernment cf laws rather than of men. \ 

The most important of these administrative pro- 
visions is that the President shall have authority 
to @rder the imposition of additional duties equal 
to the difference between the imported cost of 

and the price of similar articles made 
in this country. On the surface that may appear 
innocent enough, but in practice it will give the 
President power to change rates of duty as rad- 
ically and frequently as he may see fit. It pre- 
pares the way for a never ending stream of rep- 
resentatives of .special interests to the White 
House to have tariffs altered for their benefit. 


There can be no stability of business under such 


an arrangement. An advantage which is given to 
one will be a disadvantage for another. All busi- 
ness will suffer sooner or. later. With a fixed 
tariff, carefully arranged to allow trading with 
other countries as well as to protect those Amer- 
ican industries which can reasonably ask pro 
tection, business will be abie to adjust itself to its 
tasks for some years to come. Even if some minor 
lines of industry are handicapped they will at 


least know the extent of that handicap and can 


work out their problems a giy. Be 
Even worse than the instability of business 
conditions which the proposal would bring, how- 
ever, is the growing tendency of congress to dele- 
gate its powers and responsibilities to individuals 
or bureaus. Unwieldy and prome to error as it 
is, the congress of the United States is a more 
satisfactory medium of government than any 
bureaucracy. It at least can make laws under 
which all men are alfke. It must not delegate 
its powers to any individual or any biireau which 
can make rules, however honest<{n intent, under 


which aii men may not be alike. 


The Capper-Tincher bill for regulation’ of the 
grain exchanges is another illustration of this 
tendency of congress to delegate its power to in- 
dividuals. Under that bill the conduct of the 
grain exchanges throughout the country would 
be subject to the arbitrary rulings of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. It substitutes a government 
not the purpose of the founders of this govern- 
ment. It should not prevail.. The tendency as 
revealed. in the proposed permanent tariff bill 
should be checked at once. The same tendency in 
the Capper-Tincher bill also should be repudiated. 


CONTINENT: DIVIDED. 


¢ While the United States is crying for closer 
commercial reiations and a clearer politiéal and 
social understanding with South America, it is 
crying in a voice which the Latin Americans can 


- Mot understand. South America is answering in 


a language equally unintelligible. Poor trade, polit- 
ical 11! will, amd socia) antipathies are a logical 
The situation is made clear in an address by 


Julio Bianchi, minister of Guatemala to the United 


States, before the Foreign Trade club at Baltimore. 
He describes it as a language barrier between 
the two great sections of our continent, which can 
be battered down only by increasing the use of 
English in Latin Anierica and the use of Spanish 
in the United States. It is indeed a barrier, and 
one which the natural and cultivated self-sufficiency 
of Americans tends to increase rather than to re- 
move. 
- Business men in this country are too much 
inclined to adopt a superior manner, telling Latin 
Americans that they must do business on our sys- 
tem, or not at all. When they do not understand 
eur system they are naturally inclined not to do 
business at 2ll. An Mlustration is offered in Amer- 
igan catalogues. A mail order house, for instance, 
seeking business in South America advertises 
Stockings at from 25 cents to $2.50 a pair, and de- 
serthing them, respectively, as “the best in the 
world,” “no better at any price,” “ satisfaction 
-warranted or money back,” and “compare favor- 
ably with the most expensive.” ; 
The Latin American woman does not understand 
‘such advertising language. She probably wants to

logue to buy from a Frencif firm, which gives her 
thet information. A mutual understanding of 
language, customs, and conditions would remove 
uch difficulties either by changing the catalogue, 
broadening the viewpoint, or both. 

Political and social ideas and ideals at present 
are equally far apart, primarily because of racial 


language. We look to South Americans to-send 
their young men here to learn our language and 
customs, but we fail to get their point of view 
‘by sending men to their country for the same pur- 
‘pose. It is grave error. shonld be corrected 
by American business firms for their own cake. 
‘That eventually would be to the advantage of all 
our international relations, political and social, as 


well as commercial. If we fafl to adopt such a 


course, Buropean nations will regain and hold the 
trade which should be ours, and will at the same 
time profit by the best of Latin American culture 
m the development of politica! and socia] rela- 

Dr. Bianchi suggests exchange of clerks between 
Affierican and South American business houses 
as one means of achieving the end sought. This 
undoubtedly would help: More interest in the 


| study of Spanish in American schools would also 
help. Other methods of improving relationships 
would appear if a proper start were made. _ 


GAMBLING WITH LIFE AND 
HONOR. 


Tuesday the senate voted for an army of 175,000. 
Wednesday it voted for an army of 160,000 men. 

That, of course, is politics, and peanut politics at 
that. If the senate were acting on deliberate judg- 
ment based on proper consideration of facts and 
expert opinion, it would not reverse itself so sud- 
denly on so important a matter touching the na- 
tional defense and the efficiency of the army. 

It is the sort of thing that shakes confidence in 
the conscience and responsibility of our representa- 
tives. Legislation, we know, is often the football 
of 


‘mapa a standard, which should effectually protect 
so vital a duty as national defense. That is one 


*| thing that politics should hold sacred. | 


Army reduction is sought to be justified on th 
plea of economy. The nation askd economy. But 
to reduce the army below the minimum required to 


| maintain adequate garrisons and an adequate skel- 


eton for organization and training purposes is not 
economy but waste. It is a sordid speculation in 
the lives of our defenders in time of, war and a 
gamble with the nation’s honor and safety. 

We had hoped the senate would show charae- 
ter enough to stand out against ill-advised retrench- 
ment in this field ang support the considered ad- 
vice of experts. Our recent experience is fresh 
enough and costly enough to have touched the 
conscience of the public and the congress. But it 
is being clouded by sophistry and the clamor of 
impractical minorities. This is a situation in which 
the country has a right to look to our representa- 
tives, and especially the conservative chamber, for 
a courageous insistence upon sound meastres. It 
seems we are to be disappointed, and that is because 
the price paid in blood and treasure for past negli- 
gence has not been brought home to those directly 


responsible, the legislators and public leaders who 


preven adequate ‘defense maintenance in past 
years. History is repeating itself and the blunder- 
ers are unscathed. 3 


THE FOURTH DISTRICT 
JUDICIAL ELECTIQN. 


‘Preoceupation with the local battle in defense 
of the courts was responsible for lack of deep 
interest displayed b#Chicagoans in the contest in 
thé fourth judicial district. The district is strong- 
ly Republican, yet it has just reélected a Democrat, 
Mr. Justice Fioyd M. Thompson, to his seat in the 
Supreme court. 

This is a clean cut victory, for the principle of 
nonpartisanship in the judiciary and for the princi- 
ple of rewarding and retaining demonstrated fitness 
and experience in the courts. Although Justice 
Thompson had served only two years in the Su- 
preme court, having been elected to fill a vacancy, 
he had proved his capacity and industry and the 
people of his district wisely ignored irrelevant 
party affiliation and insisted upon keeping him in 
the place he well filled. 

There is no other way to sustain and insure the 
integrity and independence of our courts. The in- 
telligent people of Cook county and-of the fourth 
judicial rict have shown ‘they have no doubt 
of this, and propose to make certain that party

SAFEGUARDING BABIES. 
HEN yearly announcement is 
made of the winners in. the city 
contests for the lowest baby 
death rates it is found Minne- 
apolis always holds an enrViable place. 
Some attribute this to the large Scandi- 
navian population ; some to the cool sum- 
mers, and some to the work done in baby 
care. The likelihood is that all three 
factors contribute. One of the things 
they do unysually well is to keep the 
mothers breast feeding. 

This is their method. An infant wel- 
fare Boclety, codperating with the health 
department, the university, and the Pub- 
lic Health associat@on, sees that every 
mother hears somethi about the ad- 
vantages of breast feeding. As soon as 
a birth is recorded at the health depart- 
ment the name and address of the mother 
is sent to the society. The society sends 
out the following letter: 

“Dear Madam—Summer will soon be 
here. 
your baby to be kept upon the breast. 
There is much more danger for the bot- 
,tle fed baby when the weather is hot. 
We wish to make sure again that you 
have no difficulty with breast feeding 
which can be prevented. We are there- 
fore taking the liberty’ of sending you 
another card asking you to answer the 
following questions and return it to us.” 


The six questions on the card are: 

“Is your baby still breast fed? 

“ How often do you feed it? 

“ Does it receive the breast only? 

“ Are you having any difficulty nursing 
your baby? 

“If so, what? : 


“If not, when and why did you stop?” 


This card is sent each month. If no 
reply comes or if the reply states that 
there is difficulty in nursing the baby, or 
that breast feeding has been recently dis- 
continued, a nurse calls at the house to 
talk over the trouble or to try to have 
breast feeding resumed,

Carpentier’s One Scar. 

It might be some consolation to 
Mmpsey to know that Carpentier also 
fs a left eyebrow that isn’t as tough 
as sole leather. Looking closely at the 
Frenchman, you may notice that he 
doesn’t carry a scar of his trade, in 
spite of his many fights, except—and 
here you have to look very closely—a 
thin white line the upper edge 
of the left eyebrow. 

George Engel, manager of Frank 
Klaus, when Frank fought Carpentier 
in France, some years ago, stood be- 
sidé me at Carpentier’s place and 
Watched the Frenchman boxing with 
Joe Jeannette. 

"Looks as if no boxing glove had 
fver landed on him,” I said. 

“The onfy scar he has didn’t come 
from a boxing glove,” said Engel. 
“But you take a good look at his left 
eyebrow. I saw him get that in the 
fight with Papke. 

Starved to 160 Pound Limit. 

“When they fought,” Engel went 
on, “Carpentier was forced to do 160 
pounds, the middleweight limit, and 
as he was naturally about six or eight 
pounds heavief in fine condition, he 
had to half kill himself to do it. I 
kfiow myself that he didn’t have a bite 
to eat or a drop of water or anything 
else for seventeen hours before he got 
into the ring. 

“He was so weak that for ten 
rounds Papke slaughtered him, and it 
looked as if Georges didn’t have a 
chance in the grorid. He could hardly 
put his hands up from the start. Then 

the tenth, Carpentier began to come 

k, and Papke was arm weary from 
hitting him. For six rounds Georges 
beat Papke all over the ring. It was 
the greatest rally I ever saw. 
Heads Crash Together. 

“In the seventeenth, both of them 
started right hands at the same time, 
and their heads came together with a 
crash. The top of Papke’s head caught 
Georges on the left eyebrow and cut 
him from nose to cheekbone. The 
eyebrow dropped down over his eye 
like a flap, blinding him. He went 
right on fighting, but the crowd 
thought his eye was out and began to 

ell: 

“*Stop it! Stop it.’ 

“The referee couldn't do .anything 
else. Carpentier lost that fight through 
an accident. He wasn’t stopped and 
hé didn’t want to stop. There’s no 
quit in him.” 

Here Carpentier hopped over the 
ropes and leaped degn to the ground. 
When we met a little later, Engel said: 

“Remember your fight with Papke 
how long was it you didn’t eat or 
drink before that fight, Georges?”
